CHAPTER 529.

AN ACT to authorize the town of Marathon to
levy a tax to pay for the right of way of the
Merrill and Abbotsford railroad company
through said town. .

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1., The town of Marathon, in the county authorising
of Marathon, is hereby authorized tolevy atax in $ragt ..

lars, to pay forthe right of way of the Merrill and Fafiray =™
Abbotsford railroad company through said town. {hroush the
Collection of said taxes to be made in the same
manner as other taxes are collected, and said town
is hereby authorized and empowered to subscribe
for and take two hundred and fifty shares of the
common stock of the said railroad company with
the amount raised by the tax hereby authorized
not to exceed the sum of three hundred dollars.

SEcTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.

— The fore-
going act having been presented to the governor
for his agproval, and not having been returned by
him to the house of the legislature in which it
originated, within the time prescribed by the con-
stitution of the state, has become a law without
his approved.
